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WESTERN SPRUCE BUDWORM FINAL ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT STATEMENT COMPLETED 

PORTLAND, JULY 13--The Final Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) and Record 
of Decision for "Management of the Western Spruce Budworm" has been completed by 
the USDA Forest Service. The Final EIS provides an environmental analysis of 
five alternative methods for Federal management of western spruce budworm 
outbreaks in Oregon and Washington. 

Alternative E, the selected alternative, provides for direct suppression of 
the western spruce budworm, using the biological insecticide Bacillus 
thuringiensis (B.t.) as the treatment of choice. Alternative E also provides 
that carbaryl, a chemical insecticide, could be used in rare and extraordinary 
circumstances. | 

"Our plan will help to reduce western spruce budworm populations to 
acceptable, non-damaging levels," said Regional Forester James Torrence. "This 
alternative responds to public health concerns while still meeting the Region's 
resource management goals." 

The western spruce budworm, a native insect in western conifer forest 
ecosystems, can cause serious damage to affected forests during high levels of 
budworm feeding on foliage. Outbreaks of the western spruce budworm have 
affected approximately 7 million acres in Oregon and Washington since it was 
first detected in 1980. The 1989 infestation is estimated to total about 2.8 
million acres, and future defoliation is expected. 

Copies of the Final Environmental Impact Statement and Record of Decision are 
available for review at National Forest headquarters in Oregon and Washington.
